Perfect fall weather has prevail¬ 
ed for the past week and harvest¬ 
ing in the County of Vulcan area 
is now considered to.be about 90 
per cent completed.

Rhine Boatman to Have Social Security 


The Saskatchewan merchants 
suggested two methods of giving 
the farmer some ready cash in a 
short time. One is to have the 
Wheat Ar t a mende d SO that 

payments can be made for grain 
stored on the farm. 

The second, and this also is en¬ 
dorsed by some farm officials, sub¬ 
ject to certain considerations, is to 
have the banks make loans on 
farm-stored grain. Storage facilit¬ 
ies would have to be inspected to 
insure there would be no deterior¬ 
ation of the grain. -» 

This was the method used tw( 
years ago, when the federal gov¬ 
ernment gyranteed a percentage 
of the loans made by banks. Farm 
Organizations add two stipulations 
1. A low rate of interest; 2. Ad¬ 
vances as soon as the farmers need 
them. 

Farm organizations are making 
their representations to the gov¬ 
ernment and the Interprovincial 
Farm Union Council, representa¬ 
tive of farm unions of the three 
prairie provinces, has presented its 
case for advances in a brief to the 
wheat board. 

There is a bright side of the sur 
plus situation as far as advocates 
of good farming practices are con¬ 
cerned. They say it is an opportun 
ity for farmers to begin keeping a 
year’s seed and feed op hand, in 
older to be independent of the next 
crop should it prove to be a fail¬ 
ure.

- PROCLAMATION 


In looking over our exchanges—veqkly newspap¬ 
ers from other towns in the province—these past few 
months, we have noticed a considerable number of re¬ 
ports of fires in farm homes or in small villages or 
hamlets that are without fire protection in the form 
of an organized fire fighting brigade. 

What caught our attention was the fact that, al¬ 
most invariably, help in extinguishing these blazes or 
in preventing the spread of the flames was given by 
the town nearest the fire. This is the kind of gesture 
that we almost take for granted in this part of Cana¬ 
da, where neighbours are always quick to help in time 
of emergency or need, and we have always presumed 
that if the need arose Vulcan would be just as quick in. 
sending out a fire truck to help fight a bad fire at a 
farm or village within reasonable distance. 

Checking into the local situation a litftle more 
alosely this week, however, we find that there is a 
town regulation which forbids the sending of a Vulcan 
fire truck outside the .town limits. This regulation was 
made, we understand, at the request of the Canadian 
Fire Underwriters Association quite a few- years ago. 
and appears to be based on the thought that the town 
should not be left without fire protection at any time 
and that the town taxpayers who are paying for the 
equipment are the only ones entitled to the protection 
it affords. ^ 

This obviously selfish reason was perhaps prompt¬ 
ed by the fact that when this regulation wa's passed 
the town only had one effective fire truck. Well, th$ 
town now has two excellent fire trucks, both of which 
can be used for pumping. In addition, one carries sev¬ 
eral hundred gallons of water — enough to put out a 
blaze if it can be caught in time. If the sending of this 
truck to a farm fire or to a fire, say, in the business 
block of a neighboring village would help in controlling 
the blaze so that the farmer does not lose'several val¬ 
uable buildings or the neighboring village does not lose 
its business section, we believe that the eitizens of Vul¬ 
can would be all in favor of such action. One truck 
would still remain in town on the off chance that a fire 
started here. 

Right now, the hands of the fire department are 
tied. Recrimination and bitterness at some future time 
can be avoided if provision is made, as soon as possible, 
for one truck with a'crew of volunteers to be sent to 
serious fires within a reasonable distance of Vulcan. 
The need may never arise, but if it does let’s be pre¬ 
pared to meet it.

After writing the above, which deals with what 
we might call the “cure” of fires, we should certainly 
say something about the prevention of fires, particul¬ 
arly as this is fire prevention week across Canada.

No country in the world has a 
more efficient and more compre¬ 
hensive system of grading the far¬ 
mers' grain than has Canada. This 
exacting system is all under the 
control and strict supervision of 
the Board of Grain Commissioners 
and it is set up in order to protect 
the interests of the farmers. It iS 
interesting to note, however, that 
this governmental supervision and 
control is comparatively new, that 
it has been in force in fact only “ 
some 53 years. For years before — 
this the Winnipeg Board of Trade, 
an organization of merchants, 
through a committee; established 
grades on wheat, gaVe a opinions on 
new varieties and took an interest 
in farmers having supplies of 
good seed. They considered it their ^ 
business to help the farmer in ev¬ 
ery way. An^early report of the 
Winnipeg Board of Trade inforjns 
us that out of thousands of samp¬ 
les of wheat that were , graded 
there were in that year only three ; 
complaints from farmers. It is 
probable that the percentage of 
. complaints are even less today on 
grain that is graded by the in- J 
spection staff of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners. Todaj* the 
farmers’ grain, on request, is of¬ 
ficially graded, and all grain des¬ 
tined for export is‘ compulsory 
graded. This helps to maintain

Warnings Issued 

Renewed warnings have been is¬ 
sued by conservation authorities 
in Canada and the United States to 
protect the vanishing whooping 
crane from complete extinction. 

The National Audubon Society 
reports that only 21 of these maj¬ 
estic birds remained in existence 
this spring and that they are now 
heading southward from the nor¬ 
thern areas of Alberta, Saskatch¬ 
ewan and the Northwest Territor¬ 
ies on their annual migration to 
the Gulf Of Mexico coast. 

In view of the crane's import¬ 
ance as a vanishing American, the 
public has been urged to allow 
these rare birds to make their way 
unharmed to their wintering 
grounds at the Aransas National 
Wildlife Refuge in Texas. The 
birds are on the protected lists of 
Canada and the United States and
